VIENNA. Austria — Revolutionary soldiers found a 
va.st labyrinth of safe houses and tunnels used by po- 
lice forces loyal to Nicoinc Ceausescu, .some with sc- 
-cfei'cnines Hidden In, cemetery burial vaults' and sub- 
way systems. 

Army officers spctiking on Bucharest radio Sunday 
said the sprawling maze of tunnels criss-cross the city 
and link two airports. Communist Party hcndquaricrs 
and Ccausescu’s palace in downtown Bucharest. 

Army units sitJing with pro-reform protesters have 
been battling Ccauscscu’s secret police for control of 
the country. The highly trained and heavily arrived s c- 


Ccauscscu^^o^to'vn'palace contained o bunker ~ 
~ dcslghcdlo resi.si nucleor.atuick and was outfitted like 
a war room, with sophisticated command operations, 
the radio said. 

The tunnels als o linked his so-called "Sprin g 
Palace" in IheHorih ot tnc capital and the old royol~ 
pulacc downtown, near the party hcadquurlcrs. the ra- 
dio said. 

One tunnel from the party headquarters ran to a lake 
norlli of the city, Jiflparcntly designed as a Ceausescu 
c.scapc route.

That prospect was raised in a letter wrinen 
by BLM director Cy Jamison to the National 
Wildlife Federation on Nov. 24. 

But Jerry Meredith, spokesman for the 
BLM in Utah, said the 455, 092-acre figure 
is_a >yqrst-casc scenario developed ,by_thc_ 
BLM at the request of Rep. Bruce Vento, D- 


Minn. The military, he safd, has given no 
indication it seeks such a massive expansion 
of the proving ground. 

Inst^, he said Air Force officials believe 
the battlefield con operate on public land 
with minimal disruption to ranchers, miners 
and tourists. The military's formal proposal 
calls for only 396 acres to bc rcraovcd from 
public access for the battlefield. 

Meredith said Jamison's letter assumes 
that.thc battlcficld-will bc-dcvelopeias- 
planned, except the Air Force decides the 


area must bo closed because of 
environmental and safety edheems. 

“We. have no indications they are 
coruidering that in any way,” he said. 

Steve Erickson, representing the anti- 
military Downwinders group, said the BLM 
report is important because it recognizes the 
possibility of a massive withdrowal of 
public land for the electronic battlefield.

Massacre survivors recail-World War 


RENO, Nev. (AP) — Forty-five 
years ago Thursday, Eugene 
Nielsen was hiding under a pile of 
garbage witnessing one of the most 
hideous events of- World War H 
when the Japanese massacred some 
150 American prisoners of war, 
many by dousing them witli 
gasoline before setting them afire. 

Nielsen, 73. who escaped naked 
from the trench on Dee. 14, 1944 
with machine gun bullets whizzing 
post him, is one of only trine 
surviving POW.s from the Palawan 
camp massacre in the Philippine 
Islands,
